C a rry in g 20 passengers, a crew of 
40 an d G e rm a n y ’s a m b itio u s hopes in 
co m m ercial aviation, th e m ig h ty air 
liner officially landed h e re a t 6:25 P 
M. (4:25 A. M. EST.), ju s t 101 hours 
an d 50 m in u te s a fte r she s ta rte d from 
F rie d ric h s h a fe n for th e seco n d leg of 
h e r flight aro u n d the w orld.

T he G ra f Zeppelin w a s safely in 
th e h a n g a r a t 7:05 P. M. (5:05 A. M.

Brown, as sheriff of Hennepin county, established a reputa­ 
tion for getting his man. 
As chief of the Highway Patrol, hut 
acting as a private citizen, he and his patrolman quickly solved 
the bank robbery case. 
Brown is too big a man for the State Highway Patrol. Let’s 
give him the chance to ferret out the many murders piling up in 
Minnesota. Recently a man was murdered at Tamarack. 
Little, 
if any clues have been found to solve the murder of the woman 
near McGregor. 
The murderer of the little girl at Minneapolis 
has not been found. The murderer of the farmer and his children 
at Waseca has not been found. These are but recent crimes of a 
large list rapidly accumulating more day by day. 
Why not put Brown at the head of the State Bureau of Crim­ 
inal Apprehension. As such he can operate more freely to solve 
crime problems than by heading a highway patrol where you have 
to excuse yourself for running down and catching a whole bandit 
gang.
